A CRIMINAL CONSPIRACY 


Events in recent weeks have demonstrated with remarkable clarity what 
Searchlight has argued for years: that despite pretending to be a political 
party offering ‘solutions’ to ‘white workers’, the National Front is little 
more than a meeting ground for thugs, villains and psychopaths. 

@ Their close links with Italian terrorism are now a matter of public 
record. 

@ Some members in north London were behind a wave of armed robberies 
from 1980 to 1982, terrorising building societies’ office staff with sawn-off 
shotguns. 

@ Other members in London have recently been gaoled after a brutal 
sexual assault on a woman they imprisoned in a council flat. 

@ Judge Popplewell has declared that NF activity at football grounds is a 
major factor in football violence, and intends to investigate it further 
before producing his final report. 

These, of course, are all just the dramatic tips of a very large iceberg. 
Asian families in Britain’s inner cities have for years now borne the brunt 
of their increasingly violent campaigns, usually carried out, in their 
typically gutless fashion, under cover of darkness. 

Only last month they planned a commando-style attack on people 
leaving a London meeting where anti-fascist campaigning was being 
discussed. Happily, they were given a taste of their own medicine, 
although it probably will not deter them from trying their luck again. 

The decision of that meeting (see page 13) to establish a national 
organisation which can arrange self-defence and conduct wider campaigns 
against the nazis is clearly well-timed. It enjoys support, even at these early 
stages, from an impressive range of bodies and deserves our good wishes 
and support. 

But the very fact that it is necessary itself gives the lie to so many of the 
Front’s outrageous claims that it is a victim of a media smear campaign. 
Even within their own movement, their propensity to employ shady tactics 
reveals itself: they currently have their former organiser, now arch-enemy 
Martin Webster, under surveillance, and there is talk of ‘‘friends’’ being 
brought in from Ulster paramilitary groups to ‘‘sort him out 
permanently’’. 

It would not be any exaggeration these days to see the Front itself as 
nothing more than a criminal conspiracy.

Rape, loot, pillage and the Front... 


THESE exclusive photographs 
demonstrate an_ intriguing 
connection between former 
National Front leader Martin 
Webster and a group of young 
armed robbers gaoled in London in 
1982. 


The robbers, most of them Front activists 
_ from Islington and Camden when Webster 
ruled the roost in the party, ran wild in 
north London between 1980 and 1982, 
robbing small building society offices of 
thousands of pounds. Only a fraction of the 
money stolen was ever accounted for by 
police. 

At the time, the case received very little 
publicity, and the fact that most were active 
in the Front was never publicly disclosed. 
But these recently obtained photographs 
show clearly not just their involvement with 
the Front, but also how close they were to 
leading members of the party. 

Altogether, eighteen people appeared at 
the Old Bailey during 1982, accused of a 
spate of armed robberies which netted 
almost £70,000, and possessing firearms. 
But reliable reports indicate that these 
charges represented only the tip of the 
iceberg. In total they are thought to have 


stolen about a quarter of a million pounds. 
And not all of those involved were actually 
arrested: some of them were charged with 
carrying out robberies with ‘‘other persons 
unknown’’. 

Our photographs, taken at an NF 
gathering in a bar at the home of local 
Front leader George Wilson, show some of 
those heavily involved in the robberies on 
extremely friendly terms with National 
Front leaders like National Activities 
Organiser Martin Webster and prominent 
local official Sid Chaney. 

The robberies were carried out in a 
clinical, ruthless fashion, using revolvers 
and sawn off shotguns. Their targets were 
usually small building society offices 
although on one occasion a British Rail 
booking office was held up. Invariably they 
picked offices with only women staff 
behind the counter. Three of the shotguns 
used were supplied by Maurice Castles, 
proprietor of the notorious Ferndale Hotel 
in Kings Cross, which has become a haven 
for British and foreign nazis. 

Amongst those convicted were: 
e@Carl Colin Roberts, 20, active NF 
member, 6 months suspended for 2 years. 
@ Keith Howson, 23, secretary Islington NF 
branch, 10 years. Howson __ instructed 
Christopher Codd and Michael Coulson, 


two other fascists, to shoot at a local black 
man. The court heard that if the man had 
not ducked, he would have been hit by the 
shotgun blast. 

e@lgnatius ‘‘Sonny’’ Arnold, 16, 6 years. 
An active member of Islington and Camden 
NF, he was also in touch with Column 88. 
@ Derek Higgins, 19, 7 years. 

e@ Brian Thornhill, 18, 4 years. 

@ Michael Gorman, 19, 4 years. 

@ Pat Fitzsimmons, 18, borstal training. 

@ Warren Hammond, 17, borstal training. 
@Kenneth Logan, 23, fined £100 and 
received a 6 months’ suspended sentence 
for supplying firearms to the youths. 

@ Maurice Castles, 39, fined £600 for 
supplying firearms to the youths. Castles is 
manager of the Ferndale Hotel in Kings 
Cross. 

The flying squad, who _ initially 
investigated the gang, called in the Special 
Branch who found some connections with 
Northern Ireland. 

In October 1982 a second batch of gang 
members appeared at the Old Bailey. These 
included: 

e@ James Howson, 20, 6 months. Howson 
was the NF member whose rescue from the 
French Foreign Legion had led to the 
formation of the gang. 

@ David James Howson, 35, 7 years.

Proceeds from the robberies listed at the 
Old Bailey trial came to just over £68,000, 
but this is thought to have been less than a 
third of the total haul. Even the extravagant 
expenditure of some gang members could 
not account for the major part of their 
takings. 

In an effort to track down where the 
surplus money — almost £200,000 — had 
gone, robbery squad police officers raided 
the homes of leading NF officials in north 
London seizing branch financial records 
and bank statements. Martin Webster went 
to the High Court for an order for their 
return. 

The gang apparently first got a taste for 
their short but lucrative lives of crime when 
they staged a number of robberies to 
finance an operation in France, springing 
one of their nazi friends, James Howson, 
who had joined the French Foreign Legion, 
but now wanted out. The whole enterprise 
was judged an unqualified success but some 
of the team decided to put their newly 
discovered talents to further use. Others, 
however, withdrew from the gang once the 
initial French job had been accomplished. 

Defence counsel for one of the younger 
members of the gang told the court that 
they had been put up to it all by ‘‘older 
men’’, who ‘‘introduced them to the 
temptation of easy money’’. 

Who these ‘‘older men’’ were, and their 
exact connection with the National Front, 
still remains clouded in mystery. 


Branch featured in 


Desmond Fenwick is a leading light in 
Islington and Brighton fascist circles. 
_ During police enquiries into two 
homosexual murders over the last three 
years, he was interviewed by murder 
squad officers. Other Islington NF 
members were interviewed in the course 
of police investigations following the 
arrest of mass murderer Denis Nilsen. 

Although Fenwick, who is now close 
to “‘Our Nation’’ boss Martin Webster, 
has a criminal record, Searchiight is not 
suggesting that he had anything to do 
with these crimes. He was of interest to 

_ the investigating officers purely because 
he moved in the same homosexual _ 
circles, 

The squalid world of very young boys

ISLINGTON’S 
NF RAPIST 


The Field family of Islington are 
notorious criminals and _ fascists. 
Over recent years the three Field 
brothers, spawned of a blackshirt 
father Bill Field, have terrorised the 
borough. Their criminal activities 
have ranged from robbery to 
protection rackets to assaults on the 
police. 

But their favourite target has been 
Islington’s anti-fascists. In the early 
1980s Jimmy Field tried to dominate the 
Chapel Market scene, leading gangs of 
nazis brought in from all over London 
to produce a reign of violence on the 
streets. 

When arrested for actual bodily harm 
on one of these occasions he skipped bail 
and was only caught months later after 
he had committed other crimes. 

Despite his tough reputation he is a 
coward at heart. In one incident, when 
his mates stabbed people and beat up a 
woman, they took care to choose a dark 
night and attacked only with a large 
back-up force. 

With such a record he was obviously 
suitable material for the NF’s new 
leadership. When Martin Webster was 
ousted from the Front leadership 18 
months ago, Islington branch officers 
led by Bill Thomas committed the 
cardinal sin of criticising the new party 
bosses. This resulted in their suspension 
from the NF, and the task of running 











































































Islington went to Jimmy Field and his 
friends. 

Last summer the Field brothers’ 
criminal careers plunged to new depths. 
Danny Field, just out of prison and 
reported to have 16 previous 
convictions, took a woman back to a flat 
in Islington. There he raped her twice 
and, with his brother Jimmy, beat her 
and imprisoned her overnight. She was 
also threatened with a knife and suffered 
serious internal injuries as a result of a 
final degrading act she was subjected to, 
the judge said at the trial. Danny was 
sentenced to eight years in prison. 


While Tyndall’s British National 
Party and the National Front still 
try to hold public meetings they are 
having trouble finding anyone mug 
enough to let them hire rooms. 
After a whole series of set-backs, 
Tyndall was able to claim a small 
victory by holding a meeting behind 
locked doors in Leeds. 

The Front are claiming they will hold 
a series of public meetings in an effort to 
respond to all these ‘‘nasty press lies”’ 
about them and their terrorist 
connections. At the end of July 120 NF 
members, mostly bussed in from far 
away, marched through Harlow New 
Town. For a while local protestors 
blocked their path and an extremely 
frightened Ian Anderson moved forward 
only after a boot up the bum from the 
Newham hooligan element on _ the 
march. 

In north London Paul Nash, 
organiser of the Front’s Enfield and 
Barnet branch, is trying to make a name 
for himself with a continuous stream of 
press statements. No doubt the black 
population will be glad to know that the

Jimmy was found guilty of sexual 
assault, imprisoning and beating the 
woman and a separate burglary offence. 
Although he had 13 previous convictions 
he only got 16 months. Their brother 
Barry was sentenced to 6 months for 
the burglary. 

Anti-fascists may remember Jimmy 
Field throwing his weight around on the 
1984 Albert Marriner memorial march in 
London. 

If this is the new generation of 
‘‘political soldiers’? the NF are so keen 
on producing and putting into positions 
of authority, then God help us all. 


NF favours black sections in the Labour 
Party. Nash, who seems to believe he is 
some sort of whizz kid, used to reckon 
himself a bit of a street heavy until some 
years ago when an NF ambush on North 
West London Labour Party failed and 
he wound up flat on his back in the 
gutter. 

He is now trying to harrass his 
political enemies with what he thinks is 
psychological warfare. First he placed a 
hit list in Bulldog giving all the home 
addresses and telephone numbers of 
Haringey councillors. Then he sent a 
bunch of flowers to a local woman peace 
activist to let her know that they knew 
where she lived. He also sent a local 
Labour Party member what purported 
to be an NF internal security file on him. 

Claimants at the Department of 
Health and Social Security office in 
Tottenham might have the opportunity 
to meet Nash face to face as he works 
there as a clerk. His brother is thought 
to work in another local DHSS office. A 
number of other NF activists past and 
present are thought to work for the local 
authorities in the same area (watch this 
space).

As we go to press arsonists in east 
London have struck twice within 36 
hours. The first fire, described by 
the police as a racist attack, came 
close to taking the ives of 9 Asians 
in Bow. 

The second, in Leyton, gutted an 
Asian family home leaving 2 people 
injured. Leyton has seen a spate of 
arson attacks on its Asian 
community over the last couple of 
months. 

In Redbridge the murders of Mrs 
Kassam, her three children and her 
unborn child are still unsolved. The 
murder squad has interviewed a 
number of fascist activists. 

The Asian community in 
Redbridge is growing increasingly 
concerned about the spread of 
racist attacks from inner London 
areas such as Tower Hamlets and 
Newham to the other parts of east 
London. 

The Tower Hamlets Community 
Alliance for Police Accountability 
in its July/August bulletin spells 
out the extent of violence in its 
area. It reports fires, street attacks 
and even attacks on schoolchildren 
inside school. 

Some of the victims are very 
young. CAPA describe a 12-year- 
old boy who was brought to their 
office, his back slashed with a 
Stanley knife. 

The Ocean Estate, twenty years 
ago a stronghold of the left in east

London, is now a hunting ground 
for racist marauders. And in 
Bethnal Green recently, on an 
estate where last year Asian 
families had to be defended from 
racial attacks, an Asian family 
escaped a blaze in their home only 
by climbing out of a back window. 

In Newham and Redbridge a 
series of fires and what appear to 
be bombings have hit halal 
butchers. One shop was apparently 
the target for a large bomb that 
blew the building to pieces. The 
Gas Board were quick to state that 
there was no supply to the 
building, so precluding any 
suggestion that the explosion was 
caused by a gas leak. 

In King’s Cross, the Women’s 
Centre now has a round-the-clock 
police guard. At first the police 
were sceptical of the women’s 
claims that a death threat letter 
signed “SONAR” was genuine. 
Then the Anti-Apartheid offices 
nearby were seriously damaged by

fire. Liberation’s offices in the 
same area were burgled earlier this 
year. 

Another letter from “SONAR” 
was sent to Paddington Green 
police station. It offered to kill any 
Irish prisoners they were holding 
as a result of IRA investigations. 

Further death threats, this time 
signed “the exterminators” have 
been sent to black families in 
Canning Town, Newham. Another 
death threat letter sent to African 
National Congress officers exiled 
in Britain and to Dutch and South 
African journalists working in 
London, is of a similar style as 
those from “SONAR” and “the 
exterminators’. Police experts 
think they may all have been 
written by someone whose first 
language is not English. The police 
might do well to look at two 
Islington properties (not including 
the Ferndale Hotel) being used by 
nazis from Belgium, Germany and 
Holland.

The Exterminator 
Pp SOMAR 


Italians ‘‘no threat 





HOME Secretary Leon Brittan is 
angering MPs on both sides of the 
House of Commons with _ his 
increasingly indefensible refusal to 
act against known Italian terrorists 
hiding in London. 


Recent weeks have seen a barrage of 
press interest in the affair, the highpoints of 
which were a secretly filmed item on News 
at Ten and a major investigation by the 
Mail on Sunday. 

Both confirmed what Searchlight has 
been saying for over three years: that 
fugitive members of the far right Armed 
Revolutionary Nucleii (NAR), wanted for 
terrorism in Italy, are hiding in London and 
working hand in glove with the new 
leadership of the National Front. 

Leon Brittan’s response has been bizarre 
in the extreme, especially given recent 
statements from himself and Margaret 
Thatcher that strong measures are necessary 
against terrorism. 

In reply to Labour front bench Home 
Affairs spokesman Alf Dubs and to Tory 
backbencher Teddy Taylor, Brittan argues 
that he is constrained from deporting 
Roberto Fiore and his four fugitive 
associates by European Community law. 

He writes: ‘‘Fiore . . . has statutory right 
of appeal against any decision to deport 
him and we would be required to show that 
(his) personal conduct was such as to 
constitute a present threat to one of the 
fundamental interests of society’’. 

The only grounds, he argues, on which he 
could be deported are, ‘‘public policy, 


public security, or public health’’. 

It could be argued, of course, that 
eliminating racial hatred is a ‘‘fundamental 
interest of society’? and that Fiore’s 
involvement with the NF is a direct threat to 
this, particularly given his conviction in 
Italy for ‘‘organising an armed gang’’. 

In the House of Commons, Alf Dubs 
questioned Leader of the House John 
Biffin on the matter and was told in suitably 
anodyne fashion that ‘‘I will certainly draw 
the attention of my right hon. and learned 
friend the Home Secretary to the point the 
hon. gentleman raises’’. 

But such bland responses are beginning 
to infuriate even the Tories’ own 
backbenchers. Teddy Taylor declared that 
it was ‘‘almost unbelievable’’ that terrorists 
could not be ordered out simply because 
they were European Community nationals. 

And the benign attitude of the Home 
Office was made abundantly clear to one 
Italian journalist who asked formally if the 
Home Office considered Roberto Fiore to 
be no threat to public order despite his 
record and his current activities. A senior 
press officer told him that Fiore was 
considered no threat at all. 

The National Front, which has benefited 
from the advice and expertise of these 
fugitive terrorists, has been pulling out all 
the stops in a vain effort to distance itself 
from the Italians. 

Vice-chairman Nick Griffin has written 
to his local paper the East Anglian Daily 
Times claiming that he only happened to 
meet Fiore because the Italian lived for a 
while at the London flat of Griffin’s friend

But quite apart from the fact that Fiore 
has lived at the flat for almost three years — 
as has Griffin in recent months — Griffin 
omits to mention that he employed Fiore as 
guide in his ill-fated Heritage Tours tourist 
operation in 1981. 

Front leaders have also been claiming 
that the Italians have only been convicted 
of ‘‘political offences’. In fact, a Rome 
court found them guilty of ‘‘organising an 
armed gang’’ (banda armata), the Italian 
legal expression for terrorist conspiracy. 








At the end of July Mr Justice 
Popplewell issued his interim 
report. In it he clearly spelled out 
nazi involvement at_ the 
Birmingham City match where a 
young man was killed. Coach loads 
of the Leeds Service Crew sporting 
swastika armbands had descended 
on the City ground and in a riot, in 
which they joined forces with local 
National Front members like David 
Gardiner, they turned on the fans, 
police and ambulance crews. 

Popplewell said that there is ‘‘a good deal 
of evidence that right-wing groups like the 
National Front and British Movement are 
involved in troubles at English football 
grounds’’. He has called for the outlawing 
of racist chanting at football matches. 

Searchlight had given the Popplewell 
Inquiry a large file of our own material on 
fascist activity on the terraces, as well as the 
definitive version of the NF’s involvement 
as reported in their own publications. 
Included among these was an almost 
complete set of their youth paper Bulldog, 
where they spelt out their direct 
involvement in violence and racism. 

When the interim report appeared 
something odd had happened. Searchlight’s 
name did not appear in the list of 
organisations giving evidence to the 
Inquiry. A letter from the magazine 
solicited a reply which makes it clear that a 
lot more dirt on the nazis is due to come 
out. 

NF leader Ian Anderson has tried to pull 
the wool over the eyes of his members and 
the public by putting out a press statement 
quoting Liverpool’s senior police officer 
responsible for investigating the Brussels 
disaster saying the police had found no 
evidence of NF involvement. Unfortunately 
some parts of the media fell for this ploy.

The National Front and British 
National Party have been making a 
concerted effort to recruit school- 
children.

Alan Amos, chairman of the local 
education committee, said that they tried to 
keep both NF and Marxists out of school 
altogether.

Donald 
Spry, NF press officer, said: 

‘‘There is nothing illegal about what we 
are doing and the police know what’s on the 
leaflets. They can’t stop us.’’ 

Future leafleting is planned outside 
schools in Torquay, Paignton, and 
Brixham. There will be door to door 
leafleting in other areas. In an editorial, the 
local paper, the Herald Express, equated 
the NF leafleting of schoolchildren with 
teachers wearing CND badges. 

The British National Party has also 
leafleted schools in Devon and Cornwall, 
and plans to extend the campaign to schools 
in Somerset, Avon, and Wiltshire. 

Len Walker, of the BNP’s South West 
branch, said the plan was to ‘‘blanket the 
West Country’’. School gate campaigns 
would also be launched in the Midlands,

Brussels riot, Liverpool police have asked 
to interview a London man, Paul Leslie 
Wright, recently remanded by Blackburn 
magistrates on a wounding charge. His 
alleged victim was a local Asian man. 
Wright is thought to be a serving or former 
soldier, and is expected to appear in court 
again at the end of September. 





Liverpool, Manchester, and Scotland, he 
said. 

In West Sussex, County Councillor 
James Walsh (SDP) said there was 
increasing evidence that extremist groups 
like the National Front were trying to 
infiltrate their racist literature into schools. 
Teaching representative Mr Stephen Love 
said most schools in West Sussex were 
“solidly Anglo Saxon, but it was still 
important to make young people aware of 
the issues’’. 

In Oldham, NF members have handed 
out anti-drug leaflets outside schools. One 
of the leaflets urges youngsters to expose 
drug pushers by contacting the National 
Front, and calls for tough action to deal 
with trafficking. The NF claim to have 
recruited pupils at Grange School 
Comprehensive. 

Education chairman David Jones has 
accused the NF of a ‘“‘blatant political 
ploy’’ in using the drugs problem as a way 
of getting to young children. 

‘Pupils are being used as pawns’’, he 
said. 

In Govan, Glasgow, church and 
community leaders have joined forces to 
fight the racist threat. The Rev. John 
Harvey said that the British National Party 
had attempted to recruit school children. 
Community leaders are preparing a video 
for use in schools, and are planning a 
number of multi-cultural events. 

The Inner London Education Authority 
has acted to counter fascist propaganda by 
issuing two videos and a teaching pack on 
the Holocaust. The initiative follows 
interest shown in the Auschwitz Exhibition 
in London two years ago. 


»Say NO to 


Spublic order law 


In May 1985 the White Paper on Public Order was 
published. The Public Order Bill is expected in November 
and will be passed into law within weeks. 


The Public Order White Paper represents 
the greatest threat to political rights in this 
country since Thatcher’s Government came 
to power in 1979. Under the pretence of 
dealing more effectively with problems such 
as football hooliganism, the White Paper is, 
in fact, aimed at dismantling our rights of 
assembly, demonstrations and marches and 
our ability to defend our communities 
against increasing state repression. 


Mass protest = ‘terrorism’ 


The White Paper is a further massive step 
towards authoritarianism in Britain. Just as 
the Tories seek to shift the whole of the 
economy back to free market principles, 
they are using their power and support in 
the media to redefine the meaning of 
political liberties. Thus, the individual 
‘liberties’ of Ray Honeyford, Eddie Shah, 
Victoria Gillick and working miners are to 
be upheld at all costs; but their opponents 
are cast as the oppressors — ‘the enemy 
within’ — and their use of the basic rights 
of mass protest and collective action 
portrayed as a form of political terrorism. 


A Government-created ‘crisis’ 


In the process, the media turn a blind eye to 
government policies that have actually 
created a supposed ‘law and order crisis’. 
The struggles of the Greenham peace 
women, for example, were provoked by the 
Government when it brought American 
cruise missiles to Britain. It was the 
Government’s enforcing of pit closures that 
led to the miners’ strike. And it was the 
economic and social policies of the 
Government that brought about the urban 
uprisings of 1981 while the official neglect 
of racist activity has made struggles like 
that around the Newham 7 inevitable. 


Democratic traditions attacked 


The Government has relied more and more 
on the media to popularise its law and order 
views and to build up support for various 





repressive measures. At the same time, it 
has used its legislative powers and control 
over policing to undermine the democratic 
institutions and traditions that form a base 
for political opposition to its policies. This 
has been most clearly seen in legislation to 
curb trade unions and in measures to 
control local authorities, culminating in the 
abolition of the GLC and the Metropolitan 
Counties. 


Police as surveillance weapon 


More importantly, the Government 
extended its use of the police as a political 
weapon. Since the uprisings of 1981, squads 
with an instant response capacity have been 
formed all over the country to control 
public order situations. And there has also 
been a major increase in political 
surveillance. For instance, a new Central 
Intelligence Unit has been set up to keep

tabs, through local intelligence officers, on 
such ‘tension indicators’ as industrial 
disputes, planned marches and meetings, 
intra-community differences and new 
campaigns against the police, while 
telephone-tapping and mail-checks on 
organisations such as CND are now 
commonplace. 


Police as political weapon 


In recent years, the police have stretched 
their existing legal powers to the limit in 
order to suppress political protest. During 
the miners’ strike, powers to prevent 
breaches of the peace were used to turn 
pickets back on public roads hundreds of 
miles from their destinations, while such 
offences as riot and affray were used 
arbitrarily to effect mass arrests of 


demonstrating miners and their supporters. 






In protests over the Newham 7 case, the 
police were able, through force of numbers 
and riot equipment, to prevent 
demonstrations from following their 
planned routes. And in the recent operation 
at Stonehenge, virtually a whole area of the 
country was placed out-of-bounds to 
anyone the police considered an ‘anarchist’ 
— and those who did manage to gather had 
their persons and property smashed by the 
police. 


Extending police repression 


The White Paper proposals will legitimate 
and extend these repressive police practices. 
Under the guise of clarifying and codifying 
the law on riot, violent disorder, affray 
(under which some of the Newham 7 were 
recently convicted) and threatening 
behaviour, the police will be able to 
criminalise a much wider range of actions 
and the authorities will be given far greater 
discretion in pursuing prosecutions. This is 
significant because, in the past, many of 
these charges have failed to stick (for 
instance, in the Bradford 12 and Newham 7 
cases, charges of conspiracy were dropped 
largely as a result of community pressure, 
and recently, riot charges against the miners 
have failed to stick). With an eye to the 
experience of the miners’ strike, increases in 
penalties and police powers are proposed in 
relation to the ancient offence of ‘watching 
and besetting’ a person’s home or work 
place. Yet, no explanation has been given 
of why this offence has not been used by the 
police to control racial harassment; nor is 
there any indication that it will be so used in 
the future! Instead, the White Paper 
suggests a further new offence of 
‘disorderly behaviour’, supposedly for 
dealing with racist thugs; but the offence is 
cast so widely as to constitute a revival of 
the ‘sus’ laws primarily used against black 
youths in the past. 


Police arbiters of legitimate 
politics 


But it is not just the obvious effects of the 
White Paper that need to be considered. 
Taken as a whole, it will serve to redefine 
and narrow the scope of ‘acceptable’ 
political activity. And the police — far from 
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being made democratically accountable for 
their actions — will become the sole arbiters 
of what constitutes legitimate politics. 


Criminalisation of political dissent 


In much the same way as Leon Brittan 
recently intervened to stop the broadcast on 
the BBC of an elected Sinn Fein 
representative’s views, the police in each 
locality will be able to determine which 
marches can proceed and the conditions 
under which a whole range of political 
activity — marches, demos, pickets and 
outdoor meetings — can take place. By 
imposing fines of up to £1,000, and possible 
prison sentences, on the organisers of 
demonstrations which fail to comply with 
police regulations, the state will effectively 
write into the statute book the 
criminalisation of political dissent. 


Dividing the community 


Although technically the White Paper’s 
proposals could have an impact on the civil 
liberties of everyone, the most serious effect 
will be in intimidating spontaneous protest 


and collective community organisation and 
making it easier for the police to target 
‘ringleaders’ and well-known community 
figures. 

What the Paper promises to do so 
effectively is to divide groups who will work 
with the police from those who will not, or 
simply cannot, work with the police 
because the only coherent and effective 


‘At one end of the spectrum are 
the terrorist gangs within our 
borders and the terrorist states 
which arm them.

means of opposition they have is that of 
spontaneous self-organisation. How can 
the Irish community, which is subject to 
intimidatory police raids on their homes, or 
the black community, which has just seen a 
member harassed on the streets or carted 


off in an immigration raid, wait seven days 
before mounting a protest? 


Criminalising community concern 


The police will not only decide what 
constitutes legitimate political activity, but 
they will also determine when, where and 
how you relate to your particular 
community. It is alright if you channel your 
dissent, your sense of community concern, 
through police-initiated programmes such 
as neighbourhood watch, victim support or 
crime prevention schemes. (And it has 
actually been part of the new policing 
strategy to co-opt more and more 
community groups and individuals into 
their so-called community policing.) But 
once you step outside these official 
channels, once you question their validity 
or try to defend the community against 
fascist incursion, police harassment, 
government cuts in housing, educational or 
welfare provision, you run the risk (under 
the proposed legislation) of becoming the 
‘enemy within’. And you will become 
subject to the full force of the state’s new 
powers of repression and control. 





This could happen to you! 


Various organisations get together to hold a 
demonstration in protest at racial attacks in 
their area. They contact the police to give 
them advance notice. The police say that 
the march can go ahead, but impose the 
condition that it must avoid all the main 
roads and shopping areas and keep to the 
quiet residential back streets. The reason 
for this, they say, is ‘to prevent serious 
disruption to the local community’. 

Then, police intelligence officers hear 
from police informers that at least 1,000 
people are expected to demonstrate. The 
recently appointed and rather nervous local 
police chief seeks and obtains a ban on the 
march the morning it is due to take place. 
He warns those organising the 
demonstration that if it goes ahead they 
could go to prison for up to three months 
and that anyone simply taking part could be 
fined up to £400. At a rally hastily 
organised to replace the march, scuffles 
break out between protesters and the 
police. Police with dogs and riot equipment 
appear and the violence escalates. 

The organisers of the original 
demonstration are charged with riot, the 
police claiming that they were threatening 
unlawful violence with a common purpose; 
many protesters are charged with affray, 
also because, the police claim, they 
threatened or used unlawful violence, and 
some of these do not have the chance to put 
their case before a jury but are tried before 





magistrates. Some of those arrested who do 
not have a good command of English are 
also required by police to produce their 
passports to prove the legality of their 
presence in Britain and a couple are 
subsequently removed on suspicion of 
being illegal entrants. Some time after the 
events, the march organisers receive notice 
from the local police authority holding 
them responsible for the cost of policing on 
the day, estimated at £10,000. 


Pickets are outside a factory that has 
consistently paid low wages and has a 
record of bad safety regulations. Police 
move the picket away from the main gate of 
the factory, allow no one to come and join 
the picket who cannot prove to them, 
beyond their definition of reasonable 
doubt, that they are current employees of 
the factory. (Those excluded from the 
picket therefore include those the 
employers have dismissed since the strike 
action began.) The picket is limited to six 
people, and is only allowed to begin at 6pm 
and to continue for no more than one hour, 
because the police argue that the picket 
constitutes a disruption of the factory’s 
legitimate activities and could coerce 
individuals to join the picket. 


The National Front announces that it is to 
march through Bradford’s Manningham 
area, a predominantly Asian district. Local

anti-racists announce that they will hold a 
counter-march to stop the intimidation of 
the local community. The police ban the 
counter-march and, at the same time, 
refuse to re-route the NF march. Anti- 
racists turn up to heckle the fascists, who 
are protected by lines of police. Many are 
arrested for affray, violent disorder and 
disorderly conduct for shouting things such 
as ‘Fascist scum’. 








A scuffle takes place in the street when 
police question some black youths about 
their movements at the time of a recent 
reported ‘mugging’ and two of the youths 
are bundled into a police van and taken to 
the local station. Local residents, enraged 
by the incident and aware that the youths 
will probably be charged with assaulting the 
police, march on the police station. All 
those on the march are detained and 
questioned as to who organised it. The 
police also make use of information 
gathered from other local residents, 
including gossip picked up by police 
officers on patrol and in neighbourhood 
watch meetings. A number of alleged 
‘ringleaders’ are charged with failing to give 
police advance notice of the demonstration. 
If convicted, they could face a fine of up to 
£400. 


Tenants go on a rent strike to protest at the 
appalling state of maintenance on their 
estate. Police are given notice of a 
demonstration. However, on the day, they 
arrive in substantial numbers and say that it 
constitutes a disruption of community life, 
because it is taking place in a residential 
area and will be disturbing those tenants 
who are not on the march. They therefore 
redirect the march to the park, instead of 
outside the nearby council offices, and 
allow only 10 people to march instead of 
the intended number. Any others who 
attempt to join the march are arrested and 
are variously charged with affray, violent 
disorder and disorderly conduct.

They shall pass 


The new public order legislation 
professes to include provisions which 
will stop fascists from marching or 
organising. But if we look back through 
history, we can see how other similar 
legislation, far from stopping the 
fascists, has been used equally (and 
often more effectively) against the Left 
and the anti-fascist movement. 

The Public Order Act of 1936 was passed 
not so much because of meetings and 
marches of Mosley’s blackshirts, as because 
their activities were being physically 
opposed by anti-fascists on the streets. The 
famous Battle of Cable Street, with its 
slogan ‘They shall not pass’, in which anti- 
fascists defended London’s East End 
Jewish community from fascist incursion, 
was the background to that Act. 


Bans regardless of political 
purpose 

Once the Act was enforced, it was plain for 
all to see that it was not just fascist activities 
that were being banned. Until 1951, there 
was an almost continuous ban on all 
demonstrations in London, regardless of 
the politics behind them. In the same way, 
virtually all the bans on marches made in 
the last 15 years have applied not just to 


‘fascist marches but to virtually all other 


demonstrations in the same area at the same 
time, regardless of their purpose. 


Banning the Left 


Other parts of public order law have, when 
used at all, been applied to both the Left 
and the Right. The prohibition of the 
wearing of military uniforms and 
paramilitary drilling, although used against 
the blackshirts in the 1930s, in more recent 
times has been used only once against

fascists (in 1963 against Colin Jordan and 
John Tyndall), despite considerable 
evidence being provided of fascist 
paramilitary activity. In February 1984, for 
instance, a Camden Council security patrol 
discovered five men in _ paramilitary 
uniform exercising on a children’s 
playground. Though the leader was 
identified as an active nazi and was 
questioned by the police, they claimed there 
was ‘no evidence to support any criminal 
prosecution’. Two months later, 
Searchlight provided details of National 
Front members being given paramilitary 
training in Kent — again there was no 
prosecution. Yet the law was used in the 
1970s against Irish republicans who wore 
berets and camouflage jackets on a 
demonstration! 
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Similarly, the ‘insulting words and 
behaviour’ section of the existing Act has 
become a standard police tool on any 
demonstration or political march. Indeed, 
one of the first victims of the section was an 
anti-fascist arrested for whistling during a 
fascist rally in Stepney Green in 1937. 


Single bans are already possible 


The authorities have often claimed that 
their having to treat both the Left and the 
Right equally was not so much because of 
political commitment (or rather, a 
commitment to non-commitment) as 
because they had no power to ban 
particular marches or marches around a 
particular issue. In fact, it is argued that the 
new legislation which will allow for the 
single ban is progressive. 

But a closer look shows that the state has 
always had that power, but has chosen to 
use it very selectively. For example, in 1961 
a ban was imposed on any demonstration 
called by the ‘ban the bomb’ Committee of 
100; in 1963 a ban was imposed on political 
marches in the St Pancras area of London 
where a rent strike was going on, and in 
1974 a ban was imposed in the West 
Midlands on any demonstration in 
connection with IRA hunger strikers. 


Failure to use incitement 
provisions 


Even the incitement to racial hatred 
provisions of the Race Relations Acts have 
been little used against fascists. In fact, five 
of the earliest prosecutions were against 
black power militants. And the present law, 
supposedly strengthened in 1976 so as to 
prosecute incitement whether intentional or 
not, has resulted in only 20 prosecutions, 
despite the upsurge of fascist activity and 
wide distribution of blatantly racist 
materials. 

The DPP has failed to bring a 
prosecution against the author of Did Six 
Million Really Die?, although evidence has 





been provided of the author and publisher. 
Nor has anyone ever been prosecuted for 
the ‘hit lists’ of political opponents 
regularly published in Bulldog and National 
Front News. 

Giving the police new powers of search 
and seizure and widening the law to cover 
material published within an association, as 
proposed in the White Paper, will not make 
the slightest bit of difference if the 
authorities maintain their unwillingness to 
prosecute. 


They shall pass 


Given the reluctance of the state to outlaw 
fascist activity or to create a climate which 
does not make racism respectable, or to 
impose bans which don’t rebound on us, 
anti-fascists have increasingly been forced 
to rely on one tactic — using their force of 
numbers on the streets. Ever since the 
Battle of Cable Street, the anti-fascist 
tradition in Britain has been built around 
the idea that ‘They shall not pass’. It was 
demonstrated in 1976, when black people 
defended Manningham and Bolton, in 
Tottenham, Lewisham and Ladywood in 
1977 and in Southall in 1979. 

And every time anti-fascists have tried to 
prevent fascists from flaunting their racist 
filth and terrorising black areas, the police 
have intervened either to sidetrack us or, 
when that failed, to beat us down. In 
Tottenham, we could meet in a local park 
whilst the fascists took to the High Road; in 
Lewisham we could hold a morning march 
along a different route from the fascists’ 
afternoon one; at Southall a delegation was 
allowed to the Town Hall hours before the 
fascists met. 

Wherever we have stepped beyond the 
police-defined scope of our protest, we

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have been forcibly restrained by the police 
or, more often, treated as the aggressors. (It 
was in this way that Kevin Gately and Blair 
Peach met their deaths.) 

The message has been: Yes, they can pass 
and you can pass, so long as it’s another 
place and another time. But the police have 
not had the force of law behind them. Now, 
with the new legislation, they will have. Our 
right to defend our communities against the 
fascists, to tell them simply what we think 
of their behaviour, has been eroded by the 
police year after year. Now the law wants 
finally to make our activities (including 
spontaneous protests of local citizenry) 
illegal, to give the police the power to arrest 
and charge us. The new law effectively says 
that when the police deem it ‘They shall 
pass’. 


WHAT THE LAW WILL MEAN 


If the government’s public order proposals become law basic 
freedoms won in the last century — to assemble, to march 
and to act in solidarity (to picket) — will be swept away.

Marches and demonstrations 

You could be arrested for: 

@ organising a demonstration without police permission; 

® taking part in a demonstration which has been banned; 

@ ignoring police conditions, for example, laying down the route; 
®@ ignoring police directions during a demonstration. 


Spontaneous demonstrations will become illegal. 


Pickets and rallies 

@ Static demonstrations and pickets will be allowed only on conditions 
set by the police — for example, location, size and duration. 

@ The police will be able to limit the size of any static demonstration, and 
say where it should take place, and how long it can last. They could do 
this whether the demonstration was at a factory, shop, embassy, etc. 


New offences 
@ Ancient common law offences like riot and affray will become 


statutory, making it much easier to get convictions in court. 
@ The scope of ‘breach of the peace’ will be widened. 


Paying for protest? 


@ Organisers of demonstrations where police conditions had been 
breached could be liable to pay the cost of policing. 


There will be no freedom to assemble, march or picket except on 
terms controlled and dictated by the police — that is no freedom 
at all. 

When combined with the current para-military tactics of the police 
to break up demonstrations which do not take place, the new 
powers will mean an end to the freedom to protest. 


Since 1979, the Campaign Against Racism & Fascism has had a

Searchlight has always told its 
readers that Patrick Harrington is a 
liar. 

Harrington is an NF Directorate 
member, aspiring philosopher, historian 
and legal eagle, and supports the NF’s 
direct action campaign in Islington, 
which included the attempted murder of 
bookshop worker Sheila Malone and the 
fire bombing of the Islington 
Community Press. 

On 15 January this year Harrington 
took part in a radio phone-in 


transmitted by LBC, an independent 
London radio station. As a result of his 
lies on air, LBC found themselves in 
court on 31 July after Searchlight had 
served them with a writ for libel. 

LBC agreed to retract fully 
Harrington’s remarks as untrue and pay 
all our costs. Because Searchlight 
believes in freedom of the press we did 
not pursue LBC for damages. But the 
media generally should beware of this 
little pest and how his lies can get them 
into hot water. 


During the broadcast, a question arose about a tape recording 
which Mr. Harrington 


made in 1981 of a conversation in 


had participated. 


In the course of the broadcast, Mr. Harrington 
alleged that the tape was a forgery, which the Plaintiffs had 


either tampered with or fabricated in its entirety. 


That allegation was utterly false. 


It was also a grave and most 


damaging slur on an organisation whose main purpose is the 
publication of serious historical and political research. As 

the Defendants have now acknowledged the falsehood of the remarks 
broadcast, the Plaintiffs are content to take the matter no further 


and to seek only that the record be withdrawn. 





McCalden versus Carto: round four 


David McCalden, also known as 
Lewis Brandon, has recently been 
heaping hate on veteran anti- 
semite Willis Carto, his former 
employer at the Institute for 
Historical Review in California. 
Now Carto has landed McCalden in 
serious financial trouble and is 
trying hard to isolate him from the 
large sums of money that can be 
picked up around the American 
anti-Jewish right. 


Carto had a career for life, and a well 
paid one at that, and had no intention of 
letting McCalden bad mouth him and take 
a slice of the action. McCalden however 
claims that the idea of setting up the quasi- 
historical institute was his in the first place, 
and that it was he who made the 
introductions to certain wealthy Arab 
contacts. 

McCalden’s present trouble stems from 
his ‘smart-arse’ scheme to offer, through 
the Institute, a $50,000 reward to anybody 
who could prove the existence of gas 
chambers at Auschwitz. An American Jew, 
Mel Mermelstein, applied for the money 
after providing the necessary evidence, but 
Carto and his associates, good and 
honourable men that they are, failed to pay 
up. Mermelstein took them to court, 
enjoining both Carto and McCalden in his 


action. The court accepted that 
Mermelstein had proved that gas chambers 
existed. 

Carto has now totally retreated and has 
offered to pay Méermelstein $90,000, 
including damages. The first instalment will 
be $50,000. The Institute and Carto’s other 
money spinning operation, Liberty Lobby, 
are also handing in a letter of apology. 

McCalden is now facing a trial that may 
ruin him, as he has told Mermelstein ‘‘to 
take a hike’’. Searchlight watches the due 
process of US law with interest. 

In the meantime McCalden continues to 
use as his British address the Brighton 
safehouse for nazis on the run at 19a 
Madeira Place. This property is, of course, 
the one owned by Anthony Hancock, 
printer and purveyor of so much neo-nazi 
filth. 

The British revisionists’ hate sheet, 
Holocaust News, is still being peddled by 
the National Front at their bookshop at the 
Croydon headquarters and out of a box 
number in London E12. The box number 
belongs to one David Durrant, an active 
member of Newham branch and organiser 
of the Redbridge branch. He should be 
good at international links as he once 
worked at the international telephone 
exchange in London. 

He may now have returned to work for 
his old man’s second hand car firm. Would 
you buy a second hand car from this nazi? 
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No it’s not the Tories — it’s the Nazis

Passers-by in Harlow, Essex, were amazed at the similarity between the National Front’s 
banner and backdrops at recent Tory Party conferences.

NF activist 
commits suicide 


A CORONER’s inquest into the 
death of NF supporter Paul Wesney 
has concluded that he shot himself 
as police tried to arrest him. 

Wesney, a 22-year-old from West 
Drayton in Middlesex, was at the time 
facing charges of gross indecency after 
being arrested in a public lavatory. The 
day before he was due to appear in court 
in April, he went out into the streets with 
his father’s target practice revolver. 
Police were called and he fired at a 
patrol car as they approached him. A 
second police car drove at him on the 
pavement, and, one police witness told 
the inquest, Wesney deliberately shot 
himself in the head. 

Despite some evidence which 
apparently contradicted this version of 
events, the jury decided that Wesney had 
killed himself. 

In 1984 Wesney was acquitted of 
charges of arson. 

After the inquest his father, Maurice 
Wesney, said his son had been in trouble 
since the age of 11, and that he had got 
into bad company when he joined the 
NF. 

Wesney was well-known locally as a 
Front activist, and had several times 
broken the windows of a leading GLC 
Labour councillor who lived nearby. 





NEWS IN BRIEF 





@ DISABLED MAN PERSECUTED 


A disabled war veteran has been singled out for 
persecution in his Birmingham flat. Mr 
Mehmedemin Hassan, (64), has been terrified by 
attacks on his 15th floor flat at Wellesbourne 
Tower, Highgate, during the last eight months. 

Paint has been sprayed over the door and wall 
on four occasions, and excrement has been left 
outside his door. Mr Hassan, who reported the 
incidents to the police, said he had no idea who 
was responsible, as the attacks happened when 
he was out. 

“‘T have no enemies, as far as I am aware, and 
rarely see anyone outside the building’’, said Mr 
Hassan. 

“T have difficulty in walking due to rheumatics 
and arthritis down my left side and I have 
developed heart trouble and high blood pressure 
since the trouble began’’. 

Mr Hassan, born in Cyprus, was part of the 
8th Army during World War 2, fighting at El 
Alamein, Tobruk, and Tripoli. He settled in 
England 30 years ago. 

Police confirmed they are to put the flat under 
observation. No other residents in the block have 
reported trouble. (Birmingham Evening Mail 
18.7.85.) 


@ SPEAKERS CORNER UNDER SIEGE 


Speakers Corner, at Hyde Park, London, has 
been disrupted by an organised right-wing gang. 
The Director of Public Prosecutions has decided 
not to take action under the 1908 Public 
Meetings Act, despite being presented with a 
sizable police dossier. 

Leaders of the ‘‘Hyde Park Hecklers’’ include 
Matthew Palmer, political secretary of the 
Kensington Young Conservatives. Aged 20, 
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Palmer has been nicknamed ‘‘Lurch’’ because he 
is so tall. A fellow Conservative has said that 
Palmer’s ‘‘immature attitudes and general 
behaviour” are ‘‘an insult to the Conservative 


Party’’. Ironically, Palmer’s mother is a 
magistrate. 
The gang rely on repeated insults and 


intimidation rather than traditional heckling, to 
silence soap box speakers. Black speakers are 
singled out for special attention. 

Lord Soper, a veteran at Speakers Corner, 
described the organised hecklers as 
‘distasteful’. 

“They are objectionable — responsible for 
some very unpleasant abuse’, he said. 

Several of the hecklers have been arrested and 
charged under the Public Order Acts — Palmer 
more than once — but the prosecutions have 
invariably failed. Now, following the DPP’s 
decision, Chief Inspector David Gilbertson said: 

“It looks as if we are going to have to find 
other ways of dealing with the problem. 

‘‘What we have is a serious threat to a well 
loved British institution. 

‘‘What we are seeing at Speakers corner 
amounts to nothing more or less than obscene 
and racist taunting’’. 

Recently the hecklers have attracted National 
Front support. (7he Standard, London 28.6.85.) 


@ ASIAN FAMILY FIREBOMBED 


An Asian family in Handsworth, Birmingham, 
was lucky to escape alive when their house was 
firebombed. A petrol bomb was hurled through 
the front door of the house as two brothers 
watched TV in a back room. Two women and 
two baby girls asleep in upstairs bedrooms were 
brought to safety by Balbir Singh, (24), and 
Baldip Singh, (22). Baldip said: 

‘‘Normally we would have been asleep but we 
happened to be watching TV. 

““We have no idea why anyone should do 


this’’. 

A spokesman at Thornhill Road police station 
said: 

“We are not investigating this as a racist 
attack. We are following numerous lines of 
inquiry’’. (Birmingham Evening Mail 22.7.85.) 


@ TYNESIDE AGAINST FASCISM 


Over 2,000 people took part in a festival against 
fascism and racism organised by the Tyneside 
and District Anti-Fascist Association. The 
festival included a march from Gateshead to 
Newcastle Civic Centre, and a Rock Against 
Racism concern in Newcastle City Hall, with 
Steel Pulse. 

Tom Burlison, chairman of the regional 
council of the TUC, said: 

‘‘Government' policies and_ high 
unemployment create the climate which allows 
fascists to breathe. 

“‘This cancer must be stamped out and the 
trade union movement must play its part in this 
battle’. (Morning Star 22.7.85.) 


@ BIRMINGHAM’S SHAME — COLOUR 
BAR STILL OPERATES 


Dozens of Birmingham pubs, clubs and discos 
continue to operate illegal colour bars, says the 
Commission for Racial Equality. During 1984 
there were 13 cases where black people 
complained to the Commission after being 
refused entry to a night club. Eight pubs, four 
working men’s clubs and one wine bar were also 
reported. The true figure is likely to be much 
higher. 

‘*We are sure there are dozens of pubs or clubs 
who continue to operate illegal colour bars in 
direct contravention of the Race Relations Act, 
but are never reported’’, said Mr Don Calvert, 
senior complaints officer at the CRE. 

“*This is something we are very keen to stamp 
out’’. (Birmingham Evening Mail 11.7.85.)

ROUND-UP 
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Right-wingers 
move 
into campuses 


A new pressure group, Accuracy in 
Academia, has been set up to monitor 
liberal lecturers and ‘‘persuade those 
responsible to do something about’’ 
complaints about their teaching. 

The organisation is to get retired people 
to sign up as students and challenge the 
academics when they give information the 
organisation regards as inaccurate. The 
lecturer’s employers will then be informed. 
“It’s up to the administration’, a 
spokesman said, ‘‘if they want a guy on the 
faculty who is consistently distributing 
misinformation to students’’. 


Rightists call for 
Soviet boycott 


The Young Conservative Foundation, a 
Reaganite group, has launched a campus 
campaign to stop investment in companies 
that trade with the Soviet Union. Adopting 
the name, Save The Oppressed People 
(STOP), the campaign sees its task as 
alerting ‘‘the public to the fact that there is 
an evil empire out there’’.

‘Anti-semite 
convicted 





After a 67 day trial, a jury in Red Deer, 
Alberta has found Jim Keegstra, the 
Eckville, Alberta school teacher, guilty 
of wilfully promoting hatred against 
Jews. He has been fined $5,000 and 
had his library of anti-semitic classics 
seized by the Canadian Government. 
Both the Crown and the defence plan 
to appeal; Bruce Fraser, the Crown 
Attorney, wishes to have the sentence 
increased to the maximum of two 
years’ imprisonment. 

The trial, one of the longer ones seen 
under the Hatred Act, was marked by the 
antics of Keegstra’s attorney, Doug Christie 


(who also defended Ernst Zundel), who 
attempted to prove that not only was 
Keegstra’s right to teach that an 
international Jewish conspiracy existed 
protected by the Canadian Charter of 
Rights, but that his belief in such a 
conspiracy was reasonable, in good faith 
and was shared by a number of world 
statesmen. To this end, Christie entered 
into evidence an article written by Winston 
Churchill in the 1920s which allegedly 
showed Churchill’s belief in such a 
conspiracy. The effect of this on the jury 
was undermined, however, when Fraser 
pointed out that the same article also said 
that Zionism was a positive force for Jews 
and that Jews were ‘‘in every way good 
citizens of the countries where they lived’’. 
Keegstra did not discuss these parts of 
Churchill’s article with his students because 
he ‘‘. . . had had evidence disputing them’’ 
and that ‘‘Jews are generally not good 
citizens’’. 

The defence was further embarrassed 
when it was revealed that the Churchill 
article had been obtained from a book, Six 
Million Reconsidered, which had been 
edited by William Grimstad, editor of The 
Crusader, a magazine published by the 
American Ku Klux Klan. Keegstra claimed 
to be unaware of this connection. 

Under cross examination, Keegstra also 
admitted that he relied heavily on the works 
of Nesta Webster is preparing his 
‘‘lessons’’. When asked why Ms Webster 
impressed him so much, Keegstra replied 
that it was because of the favourable 
references to her by other authors he read 
and the laudatory quotes on the back of her 
books. When the Crown showed Keegstra 
proof of Ms Webster’s connections with the 


British Union of Fascists and several 
fascist/occult groups, he again pleaded 
ignorance, but said ‘‘if somebody wants to 
bring up a smear about her, that’s up to 
them’’. 

Keegstra and his family are reportedly in 
a state of shock and have refused all 
interviews. This is in marked contrast to his 
behaviour during the trial, when he spoke 
at great lengths to the media about his 
belief in an international Jewish conspiracy 
and his constitutional right to hurl abuse at 
any racial group he wished. Mr Justice John 
MacKenzie of the Court of Queen’s Bench 
effectively scotched that notion, however, 
when during his instructions to the jury, he 
said ‘‘I can tell you as a matter of law that 
this legislation (the Hatred Law) does not 
violate the Charter of Rights’’. 

In other news, the Public Inquiry into 
nazi war criminals residing in Canada is 
moving along well. Unfortunately, most of 
its sessions have been held in camera due to 
the extremely sensitive nature of the 
testimony it is hearing; many concentration 
camp survivors do not feel they can give 
proper evidence in the full glare of 
publicity. The Inquiry’s work does appear 
to be having some impact however, as a 
number of veterans of the Nazis’ Ukranian 
Brigades living in Canada at the present 
time have stepped forward to protest that 
they were only fighting against the 
Communists and had nothing to do with 
killing Jews despite any evidence to the 
contrary. They are also reported to be quite 
upset that the Inquiry has agreed to hear 
evidence obtained from Soviet historical 
sources. To them this is yet more proof that 
the Canadian Government is under 
Moscow’s direct orders.

RISING FALLING 


IN THESE days of the free market it had to 
happen — Rising, the printed voice of the 
Strasserite-Italian coalition which has taken 
over the NF, is to shut up shop. 

The latest issue, which reached us in July, 
announces that “the transformation that

Efforts will now, they say, be 
concentrated on producing a series of Aising 
booklets which will ‘raise the quality of our 
most dedicated cadres” and on “promoting 
seriously the founding of a rural nationalist 
community which will act as a constant 
source of inspiration to our comrades”. 

With the Strasserites winning their 
internal war against Martin Webster and 
converting the NF’s entire if limited range of 
publications to the Strasserite/Third 
Position brand of fascist politics, the 
market in such drivel is, naturally enough, 
becoming a little crowded. And Rising is the 
obvious lame duck to go, given that, unlike 
Nationalism Today and other NF periodicals, 
it has to be paid for out of the private 
pockets of its terroristically-inclined 
supporters. 

But do read all this just a little more 
closely: Rising as a magazine has fulfilled its 
initial objectives. In other words, we may 
have seen the last of the magazine but we 
certainly are not saying goodbye to the 
terrorists and their friends who run it. 

And the real giveaway is at the end: who 
could be Aising’s “most dedicated cadres”, 
given that, notionally at least, the magazine 
has only a four person editorial board. 

The answer, of course, is that the 
“transformation” they speak of has been 
within the NF, and they really mean the NF’s 
“most dedicated cadres’. It's the nearest 
Rising has yet come to admitting its role in 
the last two years’ internal bickering in the 
Front. 


FOUNTAINE OF WISDOM? 


ALTHOUGH they claim that their days of 
campaigning against immigration are over, 
morality campaigner Victoria Gillick and her 
husband, Gordon, still appear to have 
quaint views on the subject. 

Many months ago, Searchlight revealed 
that back in the ‘60s they had been involved 
with the racist group Powellight fighting 
against immigration to Britain. At the time 
Ms Gillick was much miffed and circulated 
widely the fact that two rather small and, on 
questions of ‘morality’ at least, rather 
conservative ethnic organisations were 
backing her efforts to stop contraceptive 
advice being given to girls under 16. 

More recently, a journalist interviewing 
the Gillicks was treated to their updated 
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shoes. Local Front officials have

views on race. Victoria Gillick, whose High 
Court victory on the issue of under-age 
contraceptive advice is currently being 
appealed by the DHSS, told him that 
“Although | am fighting for blacks as much 
as whites, | am still opposed to the 
campaign for racial equality because | do 
not believe they represent the immigrant 
communities”. 

Husband Gordon was even more candid. 
“We are not part of the lunatic right”, he 
said, “but do you realise that the National 
Front are the only political group who are 
opposed to abortion? Don’t you find that 
interesting?” 

Later, he spoke glowingly of former NF 
leader Andrew Fountaine. ‘‘He fought for 
Franco in Spain”, he said, “not like the 
pinkos on the other side”.

KHAN OF WORMS 


IT’S BEEN known for quite some time that 
the wealthy World Muslim League has some 
rather right-wing inclinations. Back in 1981, 
for instance, they bunged a hefty sum in the 
general direction of the Hancock family in 
Brighton, to fund the circulation of 
hardcore anti-semitic revisionist literature 
to British MPs. The parcel each one 
received included two books by American 
nazi William Grimstad, Anti-Zion and The Six 
Million Reconsidered. Both were published by 
the Hancocks’ own Historical Review Press. 

And now it comes from the WML’s own 
mouth, or at least from the mouth of its 
General Secretary, Mr Inamullah Khan, who 
earlier admitted to having arranged the 
money for the Hancocks, saying, “our aim 
is to correct many wrong notions about the 
Jews”. 

More recently, he has penned a fulsome 
tribute to American Willis Carto’s 
newspaper Spotlight, organ of Liberty 
Lobby, one of the most unpleasant but 
influential anti-semitic outfits in the 
western world. 

He writes: ‘I want to express our deep 
appreciation of the excellent SPOTLIGHT 
you throw every week on both the men of 
the moment and on matters of the hour. 
Your in-depth analysis is superb and clear 
cut. 

“Many of your stories are eye-openers. 
You really give the other side of the news. 
The way you expose the hushed-up or 
distorted news really deserves the thanks of 
all right-minded people. 


“lam writing this just to record our high 
appreciation of the noble service your 
populist weekly newspaper is doing by 
presenting objective news and views”. 

He signs himself: Dr Inamullah Khan, 
Secretary-General, World Muslim League, 
Karachi, Pakistan. 

Oh yes, Inamullah Khan is also rather a 
big wheel in the World Anti Communism 
League, which he helped set up. Much of 
the Saudi Arabian funding for WACL is 
thought to have been obtained through 
Inamullah Khan’s influence as an adviser to 
the Saudi royal court.

Two and two make what 


we tell you 


All is not well with the National Front. 
Membership is dwindling, and the party’s 
juvenile leadership is panicking. All the 
publicity over less than law-abiding Italian 
chums, not to mention press stories about 
the behaviour of NF members at sporting 
occasions, has upset the guardians of the 
nation’s racial purity. Their reaction is to 
deny everything unsavoury about the party; 
and, best feet forward, they claim to be 
peaceful, wholesome, animal-lovers. 

July’s National Front News devotes most of its 
front page to the headline: ‘‘Soccer Riots: 
Terrorism: Race Attacks: Open Your Eyes to 
Media Lies!’’ It urges members to close their eyes 
to anything uncomplimentary about fascist 
politics. If a member reads in the papers, or sees 
on television, that the NF have links with foreign 
terrorists, then let Aryan lids cover Aryan blue 
eyes. After all, claims National Front News, 
“‘most of the national papers and broadcasting 
networks in Britain are controlled by a handful 
of Zionist millionaires who use their wealth to 
tell the British people what to think’’. 

On the other hand NF News uses the poverty 
of its imagination to tell its members what to 
think. This month the NF is to be thought of as a 
respectable, democratic party (a couple of 
months ago members had to believe that they 
were part of an elite fighting force). 

As for terrorist links, how absurd. And here’s 
the proof: ‘‘The National Front condemns all 
acts of terrorism whoever is responsible’’. There 
you have it in black and white (well, white and 
white would not show up on the printed page). If 
NF News says it, then it must be true. 


Support for convicts 


It’s curious that Nationalism Today, also 
produced by the National Front, doesn’t quite 
see things in the same light. June’s issue has 
nothing but praise for the Ulster Loyalists who 
- tried to assassinate Gerry Adams: ‘‘Nationalism 
Today salutes the actions of these three men’’, 
although ‘‘unfortunately, Adams survived the 
attack’’. NF members, poor law-abiding souls 
that they are, are urged to write letters of support 
to their fellow law-abiding Ulstermen, who are 
now serving sentences totalling forty-eight years 
between them. 

Another use for Aryan eye-lids is to blot out 
information about special training camps. 
According to NF News, bless its little cotton 
jackboots, ‘‘our countryside seminars never 
involve anything more physical than games of 
football’’. And just to prove the point, there is 
an indistinct little photograph, in which can be 
discerned three footballs, four persons and lots 
of trees. 

There is an account of the training-camp held 
on a weekend towards the end of May. Members 
came from far and wide. A few talks about 
policy and organisation were given on Saturday 
morning, then ‘‘members went to a nearby 
football pitch where an 11 a-side match was held 


before lunch in a local pub’’. As for Sunday, the 
talks were confined to the morning: ‘‘At 
lunchtime, members made their way to the local 
beach. Some members chose to amble through a 
local nature reserve while the rest played football 
on the beach’’. 
All this jolly good fun is a far cry from the 
tone of Rising, the booklet of the ‘‘Political 
Soldier’? and something which NF News, in its 
less pacifist mood, recommends. Rising has more 
than ambles on the beach in mind, when it 
declares in its Summer issue: 
‘Like all revolutions, the Spiritual 
Revolution will be spearheaded by the few: 
by Soldiers of the revolution who will 
embody in their very lives the doctrine they 
teach; and one can picture this Political 
Soldier too. He will be a warrior’. 

But will this warrior also have time to enjoy

the-basket at the local pub? 





If you go down to the woods today... 


In June’s National Front News there is a 
recommendation that the thoughts of the 
respectable fascist should turn to poetry. Not to 
all poetry. Some poems are insufficiently Aryan 
for the aesthetes of the NF. Instead the thoughts 
should be directed towards a new booklet of 
poems by Paul Comben. This is a booklet ‘‘that 
all Nationalists should buy’’. NF News doesn’t 
mention it, but this is the same Paul Comben 
who recently wrote in Nationalism Today some 
absurdly inaccurate stuff about Tolkein’s Lord 
of the Rings (see last month’s Searchlight). Nor 
does NF News say who are the publishers of 
Comben’s booklet: Iona. Surely this can’t be the 
same Iona which advertises itself in the latest 
Rising as being a ‘‘cultural association devoted 


to the Celtic and Northlander culture of the 
islands of the North Atlantic’’. 

In its respectable pose, the NF also likes to 
claim that it is a perfectly democratic party. The 
editorial of June’s NF News actually takes black 
Africa to task for not having a good record of 
parliamentary democracy. Unlike, of course, 
that good democrat Benito Mussolini. Yet NF 
News in its statement of principles claims that 
‘‘We are not just another political party. We are 
also a Spiritual and Cultural movement’’. 


Spiritual and cultural faces 


This sounds just like the tones of Rising, right 
down to the pompous capital letters. Richard 
Murphy, (actually Derek Holland) the 
commanding officer of Rising’s political 
soldiery, goes on (and on) about ‘‘the Cultural 
and Spiritual faces of Revolution’’. Predictably 
things aren’t so cosy in the political soldier’s 
billet. And just as predictably, things are not 
democratically lax. Listen to Field Marshal 
Murphy: 
“We are tired of half revolutions, of 
inorganic programmes, of votes and of 
debased politics. Victory belongs only to 
those who can break with compromise and 
forge a new force, to those who are capable 
of forging a New Man’’. 
Do those who are tired of votes need a summer 
spell at the sea-side to recuperate? 

The same sort of phrases, which fill the pages 
of Rising, are to be found in a curious article in 
June’s Nationalism Today. There is the same 
talk of ‘‘a National Revolutionary Europe’’ and 
the need to create ‘‘a Third Way’’ (grammarians 
please note Das Kapital Lettering). This article 
calls for a united front between revolutionary 
Europe and Arabia in a grand ‘‘Euro-Arab 
alliance’. Moreover, the writer, Derek Holland, 
uses phrases more commonly associated with 
Arab anti-Zionism than with traditional fascist 
anti-semitism. There are references to Israel as 
“the Zionist entity’? and ‘“‘the Bandit State’’. 
There is even a quotation from the magazine 
Akhbar El Yom. 

This is all rather curious. The writers of 
Nationalism Today have enough trouble 
grappling with the rudiments of the English 
language, let alone trying their hand at Arabic 
translations. Holland’s article ends on the theme 
that it is necessary for the European end of this 
Euro-Arab alliance to counter the Zionist lies of 
the mass media. Moreover, he suggests that it is 
in the interests of the Arab world that ‘‘the 
Zionist empire in the West’? be confronted in 
Europe. ‘‘It is necessary, of course, to have 
armed forces to ensure that Damascus, Cairo, 
Bagdad and Riyadh never become suburbs of Tel 
Aviv’’. But, he continues, ‘‘a fraction of the 
money spent in weaponry used in the 
propaganda war in Europe — written by and for 
Europeans — would pay massive dividends 
immediately’’. 

Doesn’t this just sound like an appeal for 
funds?

RACIAL ATTACKS 





Couple’s life made a misery 


A white woman whose boyfriend is black has 
been subjected to a sustained campaign of sick 
attacks by racists. Not only has she been 
catcalled, but her television aerial has been 
broken, and broken glass scattered on the street 
outside her home, and each of her cats has been 
brutally injured in deliberate attacks. In one 
case, a cat was skinned and the remains of its 
body deposited outside her front door. The 
couple have enlisted the help of the CRE, 
because the police are refusing to consider the 
attacks as anything other than a neighbourhood 
dispute. (Manchester Evening News 3.7.85.) 


Youth fined for attack 


18-year-old Danny Fiddler was fined £80 for 
threatening behaviour after his part in what a 
magistrate described as a ‘‘mindless attack’’ on 
an Asian youth. (East London Advertiser 
5.7.85.) 


ACAS worker provoked into attack 


A black worker at the conciliation service ACAS, 
who endured racist abuse from a New Zealand 
colleague for weeks, finally lost his temper and 
attacked him. Mr Barnor stabbed Allan Ray a 
number of times in the head and back but gave 
himself up to police. In court, Judge Sir 
Jonathon Clarke told him that he understood 
and accepted the provocation that was offered to 
him, but ‘‘your reaction was out of all 
proportion to it’’. Barnor was sentenced to nine 





One of the most fitting events to 
mark anti-racist year took place on 
25 July, when a statue of Fenner 
Brockway was unveiled in Red Lion 
Square. 

None can have fought so long and 
consistently, and few so valiantly, 
against racism at home and imperialism 
abroad as Lord Brockway — now 96 
years old and still fighting for justice and 
peace. 

Imprisoned for refusing war service in 
the First World War (8 months in 
solitary confinement), Fenner became, 
on his release, chairman of War 
Resisters International. The first 
chairman of the League Against 
Imperialism (1927), subsequently a 
founding member of the Movement for 
Colonial Freedom, Fenner championed 
the cause of Indian independence from 
the early 1920s on, and fought against 
colonial domination, especially British 
rule in Africa. He and Leslie Hale, on a

Hammer attack on black youth 


Danny Harper thinks he is lucky to be alive after 
a vicious attack by three racists. Mr Harper was 
returning home with three friends after visiting a 
local disco when three white youths, shouting 
racist abuse, threw a hammer at him and stabbed 
him repeatedly in the chest and side. (Croydon 
Advertiser 12.7.85.) 


Mother and child driven from home 


21-year-old Justin Oluwu and her baby daughter 
have been driven from their home on the 
Haggerston Estate in Hackney because of racist 
attacks. The family have been given a top 
priority transfer after their flat was broken into 
for a second time and racist graffiti sprayed on 
the walls. (Hackney Gazette 5.7.85.) 


‘Vigilante’ patrols after latest attack 


The Pakistani Welfare Society intends to 
increase their self-defence patrols in the 
Walthamstow area of north-east London 
following an attack on a 13-year-old Asian boy. 
Asif Hussain was running an errand for his 
mother when he was attacked by four youths 
outside a cinema. He received severe bruising to 
his body and lost his eyesight temporarily. 
(Waltham Forest Guardian 12.7.85.) 


Attacks stepped up in Camden 


Racist attacks are on the increase in Camden, 
north London. In one case, threatening notes 
smeared with blood and faeces were pushed 
through a letterbox; in another, pig’s trotters 
were hung on the front door of a black family’s 
home. Camden Council is now writing to Sir 
Kenneth Newman asking for tougher action to be 
taken by the police. (Camden & St Pancras 
Chronicle 5.7.85.) 


ARSON ATTACKS 





Neighbours help save family 


An Asian family narrowly escaped death after an 
arson attack on their flat in the early hours of the 
morning. Neighbours noticed that their front 
door was on fire and alerted the family. 


Anti-racist campaigner honoured 


fact-finding mission to Kenya when the 
Mau Mau emergency had just been 
declared, campaigned for justice for the 
Africans (at considerable personal 
danger — back in London Fenner was 
very nearly a target for an assassination 
attempt). 

Nearer home, his attempts, over nine 
years in succession, to bring in a Bill to 
outlaw racial discrimination, and his 
outspoken anti-racist views, made him a 
target for the fascists and racists: bomb- 
threats, hate-mail, slogans daubed on 
his house and even an apparent kidnap 
attempt. 

It was Fenner, too, who sponsored the 
Bill to widen the scope of the first Race 
Relations Act, and pressed for wider 
powers to investigate discrimination, 
who opposed the passage of the 
Immigration Acts for their 
discriminatory nature, and who worked 
tirelessly for individuals caught by the 
workings of the law. 






Arsonists had pulled the stuffing out of an 
abandoned settee, poured paraffin over it, set it 
alight and pushed it outside the family’s flat. 
(East London Advertiser 5.7.85.) 


Attack on anti-apartheid building 


A petrol-bomb attack on the offices of the 
premises of the anti-apartheid movement 
damaged parts of the building but did not 
destroy any of the campaign’s materials. The 
Movement’s president, Archbishop Huddleston, 
said, ‘‘Clearly its objective is to disrupt our work 
and to intimidate our staff and supporters. It will 
have the opposite effect. It will make us more 
determined to fight apartheid’. (Camden & St 
Pancras Chronicle 19.17.85.) 


15 escape blaze at home 


15 members of one family — including two 
pregnant women and a baby — had a lucky 
escape from a fire at their home during the night. 
Flames quickly spread through their three-storey 
home in London’s East End, destroying the first 
floor completely and damaging the rest. Traces 
of petrol or paraffin were found poured through 
the letterbox and a discarded plastic drinks bottle 
was discovered nearby. (Newham Recorder 
11.7.85.)

Death in custody 


A lawyer has claimed that police hit John 
Mikklesen — a black Hell’s Angel — around the 
head several times with their truncheons before 
he died in their custody. Police launched an 
immediate inquiry into his death. (Evening 
Standard 18.7.85.) 


Council to object to new police powers 


Islington Council are to send the Home Secretary 
their objections to the new police powers 
proposed in the Government’s white paper on 
public order. The Council’s police committee 
argues that the new powers would outlaw 
picketing and stifle demonstrations. The 
proposed new offence of disorderly conduct 
would be ‘‘open to police abuse because of the 
breadth of behaviour it could cover’’. (/s/ington
